It is by using the Rhine th a t 
we m ust make it impossible for Ger­ 
many to repeat the coup of 19141 The 
Rhine is a common barrier for all the 
allies, a guarantee of the peace of all 
nations. 
“France is ready to safeguard the 
interests of mankind. Those interests 
are at stake on the Rhine. 
It is there

together so th at we will not lose* the 
fruits of the common victory. Le^ us 
remain united, as we were in battle.”

Washington, Jan. 18.— Copies from 
the m ilitary intelligence service files J 
of letters w ritten by J. J. Dickinson. 
W ashington representative of George 
Sylvester Viereck before the United 
States went to war, were read into the 1 
record at the hearing of the State 
Committee investigating German pro-1 
paganda. 
They purported to record the activ- j 
ities of Dickinson and his conversa- J 
lions with persons high in official j 
life, including President Wilson, (lur-1 
ing the months that preceded the i 
break with Germany. 
Before the letters were produced 
by Major E. Lowry Hughes, Dickinson j 
had been on the witness stand a t his ! 
own request, and, adm itting his em ­ 
ployment by Viereck, had told of a r ­ 
ticles w ritten for The Fatherland and 
of an alleged forecast furnished by 
him to Viereck and 
a New 
York j 
broker of one of President Wilson’s! 
addresses to Congress. 
The following letter, said to have 
been w ritten June 4, 1916 by Dickin­ 
son to Viereck read: 
“ I learned yesterday /r o m an au­ 
thoritative source th a t the President 
had been informed 
that 
Secretary 
L ansing’is dttitude 
toward 
every 
newspaper man in Washington who 
exhibits by his questions when call­ 
ing a t the State D epartm ent even a 
sense of fairness toward German in­ 
terest is growing more insulting ev­ 
ery day. 
I told a member of the Cab­ 
inet of this sometime ago and I ex­ 
pect it is this th at is bearing fruit. 
“ I was not here when Bryan last was 
in W ashington, but I have learned 
from two or three of his intimates who] 
talked with him that he will give the 
Wilson cause only the most perfunc­ 
tory support in the campaign. This 
also will m ark the course of Speaker 
Clark. 
“ I don’t know whether I told you 
in one of my letters the story related 
by Mrs. Bryan to T. IL Pickford, a 
local Democratic m agnate, of the im­ 
mediate cause of her husband’s preci­ 
pitate retirem ent from the Cabinet. 
It was th a t Tumulty told a promi­ 
nent German-American th at 
Bryan 
was the sole cause of the adm inistra­ 
tion’s anti-Germun policy. 
Pickford 
went to Tumulty with the story, and 
the atm osphere of the White House 
was blue with curses of the Bryans at 
the time Pickford was there. Pickford 
has since written to Mrs. Bryan a 
full account of his interview with 
Tumulty. 
“This m a tte r could be so worked up 
as to force Wilson to rid himself of 
Tumulty. W hat suggestions have you 
to make as to the handling? I believe 
it is too big an opportunity to be ne­ 
glected. 
Mrs. Bryan possibly would 
be willing to come out in an open 
statem ent.

18.—-The first sitting 
of the peace congress today 
found 
President Wilson partial victor in the 
fight of recognition of his first prin­ 
ciple—“open covenants, openly arriv­ 
ed at.” 
The gag rule which was imposed to 
make the sessions secret had 
been 
modified; and arrangem ents made for 
publicity under certain 
restrictions. 
It may be stated that the president 
will continue to fight for fuller rec­ 
ognition of V s principles. 
He wants 
more publicity. 
Today’s peace conference 
sitting 
was planned as a formal affair, with 
an imposing turnout of troops, im­ 
pressive ceremonies and 
a keynote 
speech by President Poincare. 
Long before the hour for opening, 
crowds had assembled in the streets 
leading to the foreign office to cheer 
the delegates as they passed. 
President W ilson’s vigorous fight 
for an open conference w as backed 
by the universal stand of the A m eri­ 
can correspondents. 
Ile was finally 
successful in securing a rule whereby 
a limited number of newspaper men 
would be permitted a t the fu11 sittings. 
The situation as it stood today was 
similar to that in the United States 
senate where reporters are allowed to 
hear all proceedings except committee 
meetings and executive sessions. The 
president’s fight for his first prin ­ 
ciple was unique in history because of 
the strong support coming from the 
correspondents of the United States 
and all the 
allied 
nations 
except 
France. 
Following are the facts: 
Severa1 days ago the President be­ 
gan a ouiet movement for recognition 
of his first principle. 
Discussions de­ 
veloped. 
Prem ier 
Lloyd 
George 
agreed with Wilson. 
French, Italian 
and Japanese delegates refused 
to 
agree to have the press represented at 
any conference. 
Finally with the 
aid of Lloyd George, th e president 
the whole Wilson outfit, especially Tu-j succeeded in having the 
gag 
pro­ 
posal laid over, pending suggestions 
from the correspondents. American 
newspaper men led the protest against 
secrecy with representatives of the 
press of Britain, Italy and sm aller 
nations uniting in the demand 
for 
publicity— the 
French 
dissenting 
throughout. 
During the conversations the pres­ 
ident’s only reservation was said to 


lie th a t there should be no publicity 
on some questions on which there was 
no final action, lest the report of the 
proceedings should come out piece­ 
meal, thus creating misunderstanding 
which m ight have serious 
results. 
This point was coverer! in the rule pro­ 
hibiting correspondents ‘from 
boing 
present at committee meetings or ex­ 
ecutive sessions, at w hich delicate 
m atters may be discussed, clashes 
between statesmen, may occur, and 
there is a possibility that a wrong in- 
f<*rnretation m ight be draw n from 
°’ich episodes, no m atter how 
care­ 
fully the report were handled. 
The President expects th a t as the 
conferences go on, delicate points will 
lie disposed of and more and 
more 
m eetings will be public until tile final 
sessions, when he hopes they will all 
be open. 
The American correspondents, how­ 
ever, are not vet satisfied- They see 
a possibility of only a few sessions 
being open and ave preparing to have 
all nations bring pressure on 
their 
representatives for more public sit­ 
tings.

FIFTEEN HUNDRED 
MEN DISCHARGED 
FROM SHERMAN TODAY 


Chillicothe, O., Jan. 18.— Approxi­ 
mately 5,000 men now at Camp Sher­ 
man will he discharged aud those re­ 
maining will he held at Cantil indefi­ 
nitely, until the demobilization of the 
national arm y has been completed. 
The total strength of the cam p to­ 
day', not including the base hospital 
and t he convalescent battalions is 14,- 
531 men. 
This figure includes 3,288 
men sent here from other camps to he 
discharged. 
These men will be discharged as 
soon as possible, along with those 
who will not be needed in the camp 
organization, which will total between 
4,506 and 5,000 men. 
The men who will be needed to han­ 
dle the demobilization of men sent 
here from overseas and outside camps 
will be those in the Q uarterm aster’s 
D epartm ent, personnel 
departm ent, 
and the Depot Brigade, the provost 
guard, the construction departm ent, 
post exchange system, the fire d ep art­ 
ment and others. A num ber of men 
in the conservation and reclamation 
departm ents will also he held indef­ 
initely'. 
One thousand five hundred and til iv. 
ty-five men will be discharged S at­ 
urday and a thousand each day until 
the personnel of the cam p has been 
brought down to 
w hat is actually 
needed to carry on the business at 
the camp. 
The announcement of these 
plans 
was made official today. 
To hurry the discharge of the men 
the order recently issued th a t no men 
would be discharged on Sunday 
has 
been revoked and the demobilization 
will not be interrupted. 
One hundred and tw enty-nine men 
either wounded or ill, arrived a t the 
base hospital, from Hoboken, 
’ast 
night and early this morning. 
This 
is the largest contingent to come from 
E astern debarkation hospitals since 
the Base Hospital was designated as 
one of the institutions to care for 
wounded soldiers.
